Slvory oxpreS3 from OiDineca brings 
MOamlalative evidenco of ibo riclmeBH 
and-eXtOttt of the great Eldorado of the 
Norlbt It would appear to bo quilo 
boyondall reaBooablo doabt thut thoro 
Ib ft Ifttg^ extent of country drained by 
the Peace Biver and Hi numoroua tribu- 
torie<< which affords rich shallow dig- 
gings— that Is to say, digginga in which 
a miner oan tako out liis twenty to 
thirty, forty or even fifty dollars a 
day with inexpeni'ivo oppliaucea and 
wiihout dolving deep. And il ueods uo 
argumoQt to show that this is ihe ciaBS 
of diggings at once tho most altructivo 
\nd profl table to tho musBos. Wliuro 
every man con work bia own cluiin and 
tako out a roaHonublo iimouiit 
of gold daily a mocU moro prcBperous 
condition of ibings willobtaia than cai> 
possibiy bo the cuso where tho low 
lacky ones dig out lortunns and 
the many fail to make botli 
oiids ineot, DuubilosB Omineca will be 
lound to buvo itn diop and difficult dig- 
ginKStoo; but in rich, shallow dig- 
ginga il would at present appear to 
sarposs any other goldfield io the 
Culooy. Under tbise circuinMlaucea it 
in not Borpnaing tbut ibero sbouUi bo a 
oont-iderablo leiidcjuy cf populaiion m 
tbal direc.ion. Wo tbinlc oiirbelvef. 
justified in eajing lhat fully twelve hun- 
dred people buve goae in or^re now on 
tneir way lu to theoe now nainea / and 
as iDtelligenco of fresh discovorlo- 
makes iis way throogh tho vurioun 
commuuities most diepoBed to look in 
Ibis direotiOD it cannot be doubted tbai 
there will ytst be cjnBiderablo ac- 
oesbioDB before the present seaeou cloHee. 
conversations with intelligent pdrsons 
coming from neighboring countries would 
lead u« 10 beliovo thai a considerable 
inQux may bo expected to tako place 
witbiD tbo ucxi monlb. Whatever 
anxiety we may have folt about tho 
ability of the Colony to lollow up wiib 
aopplieg a large population has disap. 
peared before tbo energy and enier- 
lerpriso being displayed upon boih 
rouies, more especially upon the cen- 
tral one. There is now no reason to ap- 
prehend that those resorting lo 
Omlueca will be called upon to encoun- 
ter ooe-hall of the hurdabips 
which besot the early miners in Cariboo. 
They will have much le^s to piy lor the 
neceBsaries of life, with a groutor cor- 
taint; ot getliog the 'werewithal' from ttieir 
olaiine. Wo hope to be able to eiote 
before long that boef cattle can 
be driven into the now gold Balds 
and sold at ten cents a pound on foot, and 
that the provision market in Omioeca will 
not be appreciably dearer than t!2at of Cari- 
boo. It w'll be best not to calcolaie upon 
any material improvement in trade thi^i 
year cODseqaent opoo these now mines, 01 
the probable twelve hnodred who have pont 
North, popsibly oue-tbird are not addiiiony 
lo oaf popoUtioo, but persons who have 
merely leltooe part of the colony for an- 
other. But it will be quite safe lo rickon 
npoo a large addition to the popuIaiioD and 
a eonseqaant improvement in trade next 
year, iboald Ihe new diRgioRa come op to 
aoyibins- near the estimate we have been 
led 10 form rfspectiog them. Nor must our 
older and, perhaps, lesa attradive gold fi.ilii^ 
be oliogoiher loit eight cl in ihi; hnlimm 
light of Ibe new. It would, indeeJ, bo » 
crime to desert an old aod faiihlul Irieml 
like Cariboo. But Cariboo ia in no dacger 
of enoh ft fate so long aa abe onminuea to 
yield up ber rich ireasnrea aa profusely as 
she does uow. We have never eeaaed to 
ihiak that Cariboo's richest slore-hooBed 
have jot to bo uolooked.

!^rom 125 lo 150 per cent. Tbe Bmailcr sizes 
are practioally prehibited and the entire im- 
portatloo last year of screws over ooe and a 
ball inch was only 829,000 worth Wo 
happen to bave an autbentio statement of 
the amooot of wood sorews made in tbe Uui 
tad States in 1864. The manufacturers' lux 
ol 10 per cent, paid in that year wag $122.' 
692 61. That is, the total production was 
81.226 920.
